— 1.Manage the interagency coordination of the Integrated
Ocean Observing System (100S)

— 2.Develop and periodically update a strategic plan and an
Implementation plan for an interagency-sustained U.S. 100S

— 3.Integrate U.S. ocean observing efforts, including 100S,
Into the Global Ocean Observing System (GOOS), the Global
Earth Observation System of Systems (GEOSS) and other
International programs

— 4.Coordinate JSOST ocean observing activities with the
Subcommittee on Intergrated Managment of Ocean
Resources (SIMOR) and with other federal ocean-related and
observing-related activities

— 5.Report on its plans and activities to the JSOST and to the
Interagency Committee on Ocean Science and Resource
Management Integration (ICOSRMI)
